disease has obtained a foothold in nn- 
merous parts of the state, wild alarm 
ev erywhere; such is the couuitious ex­ 
isting in the middle, western and north­ 
ern portions of the state. 
The worst fears of the medical fra­ 
ternity and the public 
hav e 
been 
realized ami the prev ailing disease at 
Edwards has been pronounced yellow 
fev er. The state board of health has 
laid a general embargo on trav el, except 
out of the state, by m ans of an order 
promulgated and addres.sed to all lines 
of transportation. 
Trav el from in­ 
fected places IS absolutely barred 
The 
bright side of the situation is that the 
disease is of a v ery mild tyjie. The 
exodus from this city, w'hich l>egaii in 
a smsill way .sev eral days ago, has at­

discase has obtained a foothold in nu­ 
merous parts of the state, wild alarm 
everyw here; such is the conditions ex­ 
isting iii the m iddle, western and north­ 
ern portions of the state 
The worst fears of the medical fra­ 
ternity and the public 
have 
been 
realized aud the prevailing disease at 
Edwards has been pronounced yellow 
fever. 
The state board of health has 
laid a general embargo on travel, except 
out of the state, by rn ans of an order 
promulgated and addressed to all lines 
of transportation. 
Travel 
from in­ 
fected places is absolutely barred. 
The 
bright side of the situation is that the 
disease is of a very mild type. 
The 
exodus from this city, which began iii 
a small way several days ago, has a t­ 
tained 
unprecedented 
proportions. 
While the state board advises all who 
can to leave, the railroads say they can 
handle the largest crowds. 
The most 
rigid local quarantine prevails here. 
Dr. G uiteras, after investigation at 
Edwards, sent the following message to 
the state board :
